gave hor age as JC years. Sho told of 
going up stairs and bringing down the 
paper which they hail Mies Kllmo sign.

Tho diameter 
of tho nun diminishes annually by ICO 
motor*, n little moic limn tbo ten-mil- 
lionth part of Its total, 


According to estimates'made, 30,000 


years vvlll pass before tho solnr radius 
diminishes enough to pioduco an ft- 
feet appreciable by tho most dcilcnto 
Instruments, nlvvuys iiippoilng thnt 
tlio n'jlronoralcal Inntnimcnla oi the 
fnturo will be similar to Hie iasfru- 
inont.i of tho present. By llki> cnlculn- 
tlons It In citimated thnt the «un »III 
son<l heat t» the earth between «<lt 
millions and eight millions ot years 
longer. 


Iladlum, which emits heat spontane- 


ously and without cessation, Is present 
In tho sun. One gram of radium frees 
enough heat In one hour to inlse a 
grain of water from the temperature 
of Ico to tho temperature of boiling 
water. Ilonco thi> picscnoo of thlH ele- 
ment nsslsts In. the preservation of tho 
sun'd heat. Tho spectroscope reveals 
great quantities of holluui In tho nun, 
quantities great In proportion to tho 
sun's other elements.
